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On the 26th of January 1357, the Master of the Rolls 
submitied io the Treasury ¢ proposal for the publication 
of materials for tho [History of this Country fiom the 
Invasion of the Romans to tho Reign of TWenry VIIT. 

Tho Master of the Rolls suggested that these materials 
should he selected for publication mnder competent 
editors without 1efereneo to periodical or chronological 
arrangement, withom mutilation or abridgment, prefer. 
ence heing given, in the first instances, to such materials 
as were most scarco and valuable. 

[lo proposed that each chronicle or historical docu- 
ment to he edited should ho treated in tho same way as 
if the cditor were engaged on an Weitio Prineeps 3 and, 
for this purpose the most correct lext should he formed 
fyom. an accurate collation of the best MSS. 

To render the work more generally useful, tho Master 
of the Rolls suggesied that tho editor should give an 
account of the MSS. employed by him, of their ago and 
their peculiarities; that he should add to the work a 
brief account of the life and times of the author, and any 
remarks necessagy {o explain the chronology; but no 
other note or comment was to he allowed, except what 
might he necessary to edahliah the corveetne.s. af the

The ivorks 10 he published in octavo, separately, as 
they were fimshed ; ihe whole responsibility of the task 
resting npon the editors, who we1e 10 be chosen hy the 
Master of the Rolls with the sanction of the Treasury. 

Tho Lords of Tler Majesty's Treasury, afler a careful 
consideration of the subject, expressed. their opinion in a 
Treasury Minute, dated Febrnary 9, 1837, that the plan 
recommended by the Master of the Rolls “was woll 
calculated for the accomplishment of this important 
national object, in an effectual and satisfactory manner, 
within a reasonable time, and provided proper attention 
be paid to economy, in making the detailed amange. 
ments, without unnecessary expense,” 

They expressed their approbation of the proposal that 
each chronicle and historical document should be edited 
in such » manner as to 1cpresent with all possible cor- 
reetness the text of each wiiter, derived from a callation 
of the hest MSS, and that no notes should be added, 
except such as wore Ulustrative of the various readings. 
They suggested, however, that the preface to each work 
should contain, in addilion to the particulars proposed 
by fhe Master of the Rolls, a bioevaphical acconnt of 
the author, so far as authentic materials existed for that 
purpose, and an estimate of his historical credibility and 
value,

Tow or 
many they were hitle bolle: than a disorderly mob ; they 
were without arms, without disciplino, without a leadel,

§ 19. From Lower Normandy tho spirit of resistance 
passed to the upper distiiels of tho province In tha

§ 21, England, however, had neithos the power nor the

had undertaken, Tis adininisation was inarked by 
activity and piudenco, and had he been adequatdly 
suppoited fiom home, it 1s possible that ho might for 
a time Lave anested the progress of cho Ticuch; but ho 
had speedily discovered that Ins difficulties wero nsuper~ 
able He could have contended with the opou hostilities 
of the Tiench m Fiance; bul ho could not neutralise

IIo rofused to prolong lus stay, 
and he i1etwned to the’ coms, Tis successor was the 
onl of Warwick, who was appoamted houtenant

his adminstiation? Bus as he did nob cross over 
until 6 Novembor, tho inte: val botween tho oxpiration 
of tho liowtenaney of the duko of York and the a 
rival of tho now governor was boing spent by the 
Snghsh in a state of amactivity,' while the Lrench under 
Charles conquored the important down of Maontcrean.

The men who had seivod in these wars 1olurnod 
debased and brutaliscd, fumbhar with the sight of blood- 
shed, indiffaent to human suffaing regardless of ths 
nights of property, defiant of all law xavo that of tha 
stronger hand, and 1ipe, by tho mee force of hubit, 
for any atrocity of blood lence the peculiarly revolt 
ing character of the was of tho Royes, for the seencs 
onacted. at St, Alban’s and at Wakefield wero but the 
repetition of numberless tragedies performed in Francs 
and Normandy and applauded in England, 
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§ 21 T'raneo, on the other hand, was emerging fiom aka tea: the 
tho abyss of misory in which Tngland waa hecouing ae 
engulphod, and had gradually been acquiring an im- 
mense accession of strongth, morally and materially, 
fiom the tials though woich she had passed Thoro 
was much to oncowage hor in the offot whih she 
was now making, and she had but to peiseveie in 
order to be ultimately successful It united the king 
and the clergy, tho nobles and the commonalty, by a 
firmer bond than thoy had hitheilo known!
